Our Oldest Wemlber Passes to Her Keward... 


Mrs. W. F. Bryant 





N MARCH 18, 1960, the 
Oa of God lost the 

earthly presence of its old- 
est member. Promoted to her eter- 
nal reward was Mrs. W. F. Bryant, 
who for many years has stood as 
a symbol of our beginnings. 

Born June 23, 1865, Sister Bryant 
was a young wife and mother at 
the time the Church of God was 
founded in 1886. Her husband was 
the leader of a small holiness con- 
gregation in Cherokee County, 
North Carolina. In 1896, this small 
congregation was merged with a 
similar congregation led by R. G. 
Spurling in Monroe County, Ten- 
nessee. The fusion was brought 
about by a great outpouring of the 
Holy Ghost during that year. 
Brother and Sister Bryant were 
among those who received the ex- 
perience. 

The Bryant home became the 
center of activity for the small 
group. It was in this home that 
the small church adopted its first 
system of church government and 
organization in 1902. 

When the first Assembly was 
conducted in 1906, the Bryants 
went to the meeting, across the 


mountain in the home of J. C.. 


Murphy, by ox cart. Sister Bryant 
was one of the women who pre- 
pared the meals for the twenty-one 
delegates during that historic Jan- 
uary meeting. 

Throughout those beleaguered 
early days, Sister Bryant was a 
conspicuous and indomitable figure 
of spiritual determination. During

the years of persecution, her home 
was stoned, sprayed with gunshot, 
the food and water supplies were 
polluted, and she knew the chill 
sound of assailants’ footsteps about 
and through her little house. With 
courage, she sheltered her chil- 
dren from intimidation and her 
husband from bodily harm at the 
hands of these persecutors. 

It took great courage to live for 
God in those days. The years did 
not take that zeal and courage 
away from Sister Bryant. Those of 
us who knew her well will never

forget her sprightliness in the ser- 
vice of the Lord until the time of 
her death. 


During her last years, I had the 
privilege of spending long periods of 
time with Sister Bryant, accom- 
panying her in memory back into 
the vague and hazy Gays of our 
beginnings. We traversed those old 
trails over and over in an effort to 
recapture fact and distinguish it 
from legend. 


At one of the last General As- 
semblies she attended, Sister Bryant 
whispered to me just before I in- 
troduced her to the congregation 
that she had attended the first 
Assembly by ox cart and that one 
by airplane. This pointed up that 
within the span of her life, she 
had seen all the progress and de- 
velopment of the church alongside 
the technological development of 
our day. She was the one person 
who had been active in the Church 
throughout the course of its his- 
tory. 

On March 18, her course was 
finished. At the age of ninety-five, 
the Lord decided that she had done 
enough. 


Her funeral was conducted on 
March 20 in the headquarters 
church with several ministers par- 
ticipating: Lloyd Jones, James L. 
Slay, Milton A. Tomlinson, and 
Jack Crye. As a final tribute to her, 
the church was crowded with those 
who had come to pay their last 
respects to a variant and vener- 
able keeper of the faith. 
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Revival of Interest 
in Miracles 


Conclusion

N THE PAST century, which 

witnessed the flourishing of 

rationalism and saw the birth 
of the theory of evolution, faith in 
miracles became very rare. It was 
called the Age of Reason. It was 
an age of great scientific advance- 
ment; men relied on science and 
refused to have faith in anything 
which could not be proved by 
science. Faith in the miraculous 
died to a mere flicker. 

Now in the last few decades the 
pendulum is swinging swiftly in 
the other direction. Along with the 
greatest strides in science and 
physics known to man, there is a 
great revival of interest in the 
metaphysical and in miracles. Men 
seem to have a hunger for contact 
with the spiritural realm. In re- 
cent years Duke University has 
devoted much time and research 
to determine if man has an extra- 
sensory means of communicating 
with other beings. This means of 
communication without using any 
of the known senses is called tele- 
pathy. They are searching to find 
a power outside themselves. God 
has provided a way that this in- 
herent desire can be fully satisfied. 


He has provided a plan of salvation 
whereby man can actually have 
fellowship with God. The majority 
spurn God’s plan of salvation and 
try to satisfy this hunger in their 
own way. 

In the early years of this century, 
the Pentecostal people, who are 
considered the ultra-fundamental- 
ists, awoke to the fact that God 
does not change, neither does His 
plan of salvation change. They 
sought, by total consecration and 
by earnestly contending for the 
faith, a dispensation of God’s grace 
as seen in the early church. These 
sincere consecrated Christians were 
rewarded, first by moral miracles 
in their own lives and then by 
witnessing many real miracles 
wrought by God’s power. Thousands, 
including the writer, experienced 
the healing power of God. This 
wonderful grace was received 
through God’s approved methods. 
The prerequisites are humility, self- 
effacement, entire consecration, 
holy reverence, implicit childlike 
faith, persistent prayer, praise and 
honor to God. 

Today there is a radical change 
even in Pentecostal ranks. There 


is still a desire to see miracles but 
the whole atmosphere has changed. 
The desire seems to be shallow on 
the spiritual side and tinged with 
the curiosity motive to the point 
of irreverence. The sincere humility, 
the meticulous consecration, and 
the great desire to glorify the liv- 
ing God seems to be lacking. The 
spirit of intense intercession that 
at one time gripped God’s people 
when one of their number needed 
healing has been supplanted by a 
superficial desire to see wholesale 


miracles produced by human per- 
sonalities. 


A similar condition existed in the 
second and third centuries of this 
age. The glorious God-breathed 
canonical Gospels had their echo 
in the spurious compositions of 
that age. The real Christ in the 
real Gospels performed real mir- 
acles, the divine purpose of which 
was to confirm the plan of salva- 
tion and cause men to seek re- 
demption. These real miracles 
caused men to hunger after right- 
eousness and fellowship with God. 
The spurious forgeries of the se- 
cond century presented a Christ 
who as a child patted out mudballs 
which He threw into the air and 
they became birds and flew away. 
The “mudball” spirit can be clearly 
seen in some of the forgeries of 
today. Regardless of all this, God 
will make Himself real to His con- 
secrated people. We should earnest- 
ly contend for the faith once de- 
livered to the saints. God is healing 
today in His own way and for His 
own glory. The point to remember 
is that there is a curious desire 
to see miracles and to honor a 
superman. 


CATHOLIC MIRACLES 


Even in the apostate system 
which has made the glorious gospel 
of no effect, there is a great in- 
terest in miracles. They are en- 
deavoring to present to the world 
a display of supernatural phenom- 
ena which they contend operate 
within the realm of their system. 
Although they stoop to the ridicu- 
lous, the point to remember is that 
the emphasis is placed on miracles. 

A stock miracle for centuries has 
been the supposed visit back to

IDAHO

MONG THE states of the 

beautiful Pacific north- 

west is Idaho, known as 
the Gem State. It is a very large 
state of rugged mountains and 
beautiful valleys. Here a number 
of Church of God ministers and 
laity have worked and sacrificed 
that the Church of God might 
advance. It is because of their 
faithfulness that the following ac- 
complishments have been realized. 
Many of the accomplishments can- 
not be shown from a statistical 
standpoint, for several of the 
churches that were organized were 
in their infancy, and the work of 
establishing a church is often 
strenuous and slow, and, if looked 
upon from the statistical stand- 
point alone, not too rewarding. Yet 
the ministers and laity have been 
faithful to the church and deserve 
much credit for their efforts. Oft- 
times many miles separate the 
ministers from each other’s fel- 
lowship; yet because of their love 
for the church, they have been 
willing to work and to preach that 
the Church of God might be es- 
tablished in Idaho. 

As overseer of the state, I have 
worked as an evangelist and held 
several revivals in the churches of 
our state. God has been good to 
us and to Him we give all honor 
and glory. 

The General Church and the Ex- 
ecutive Committee have been very 
generous in their help to Idaho

through donations and loans, and 
as a result Idaho has a valuation 
of church property well over $100,- 
000. 

In the lovely city of Coeur 
d’ Alene with a population of over 
10,000 people, the church has paid 
for a nice corner lot priced at 
$2,500. The people are earnestly 
praying that some Church of God 
minister will heed the call of God 
to help establish a church in this 
area. 

The church in Sandpoint, where 
Brother Grady Chaney is pastor, 
has finished the Sunday School 
annex and is now in the process of 
remodeling the church auditorium. 


Wallace, under the leadership of 
Brother James B. Watts, started 
the church building in 1957 and by 
June of 1959 had most of it com- 
pleted. The work was a little slow 
at times, but when you consider 
that the entire project was built 
by the members and the pastor 
after their working a complete 
shift in the mines, its progress 
was remarkable. In June, 1959, 
Brother Watts felt that his work 
in Wallace was finished and ac- 
cepted the church in Caldwell, 
Idaho. 

When the mines began to lay 
off workers and cut the work week 
in the spring of 1958, our church 





in Elk Creek, which had just been 
set in order, was almost closed since 
many of the members moved away. 
Reverend Jesse Hale and Reverend 
Claude Sappington have been 
working hard to re-establish the 
church. Even now while I am 
writing this article a strike has 
been called which will again affect 
both the Wallace and Elk Creek 
Churches. 

Reverend Carl Dilday came to 
us from another Pentecostal group 
and is doing an excellent job as 
pastor of the Rose Lake Church. 
Many of the losses as a result of 
a lack of full-time pastors are 
now being regained. 

The parsonage at Lewiston has 
been remodeled and made more 
livable under the direction of the 
pastor, Brother S. S. Horstick. 

Grangeville, under the leadership 
of Brother Dariu Horstick, has 
done considerable remodeling. 

Caldwell, under the ministry of 
Brother James B, Watts, has made 
considerable progress and also paid 
for a number of items on which 
the church owed money. 

Boise is our capital city, and we 
have here one of our nicest church 
buildings in the state. Under the 
leadership of Brother Duskin E. 
Keller, the church has completely 
painted the inside of the church 
including the basement, finished 
the floors, and made the second 
floor of the church into a nice par- 
sonage with two bedrooms and 
bath. They are now in the process 
of putting up new sound board to 
take the ring out of the auditorium. 

Mountain Home, under the lead- 
ership of Brother W. R. Tanner, is 
making progress. Mountain Home 
is an air base town and about the 
time you think the church is 
going strong, a number of the fam- 
ilies are transferred. But God is 
giving us the victory and a good 
church will be established in this 
town.

the privilege of giving a re- 
port of the work in Virginia since 
the Assembly of 1958. We should 
like first of all to give a report on 
the state building projects on the 
campground. 

The dormitory which accommo- 
dates 300 to 360 was started in 
September, 1959, and was com- 
pleted in April, 1960. It is built out 
of lightweight block; the first floor 
is concrete, the second floor is 
heavy plywood and asphalt tile. 
There are ten units in this build- 
ing, each furnished with cold and 
hot water, four showers, and other 
facilities to make it modern and to 
accommodate thirty to thirty-six 
persons per unit. 

A youth church with a two-story 
workshop has also been constructed 
and is now ready for service. 

A cafeteria has just been com- 
pleted with the dining hall 40 x 80, 
and kitchen 20 x 40; this will ac- 
commodate about 300. The cafe- 
teria and kitchen are furnished 
and ready for our camp meeting 
and youth camp. 

Contract for a swimming pool 
30 x 70 has been let, and it is to be 
completed for the youth camp 
June 27-July 2. 

We are grateful to God for His 
guidance and support in the state 
building projects, as well as for 
the wonderful cooperation by the 
ministers and members through- 
out the state, especially those who 
have worked for wages below the 
regular scale so that we could 
put over this program. We believe 
that everyone will be happy with 
the work that is done.

Conclusion

HE NEW TESTAMENT dis- 
j tinguishes between having 
the Spirit of God, which is 
true of every born again Christian, 
and being baptized in the Holy 
Ghost. Every true Christian has the 
Spirit of God and is indwelt by 
Him; therefore, he is eligible for the 
Holy Spirit’s baptism. Jesus said, 
speaking of the spirit of truth, “He 
dwelleth with you and shall be in 
you.” This is a Bible truth which 
many evangelical Christians over- 
look. It distinguishes between hav- 
ing the Spirit of God and being 
baptized with the Holy Spirit. 
There is plenty of evidence that 
a Christian receives the Spirit of 
God when he is born again. This 
is borne out by the words of Jesus 
when He said of those early Chris- 
tians in John 17:14: “They are not 
of the world, even as I am not of 
the world.” In Luke 10:20, Jesus ac- 
knowledges that their names “are 
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written in heaven.” In John 15:3, 
He said of them, “Now ye are clean 
through the word which I have 
spoken unto you.” In verses 4 and 
5, He acknowledged that they were 
united to Him as a branch is to a 
vine. And yet, they had not received 
the Holy Ghost, “For he was not 
yet given because Jesus was not yet 
glorified.” 

All Pentecostals agree with Dr. 
R. A. Torrey when he said, “A man 
may be regenerated by the Spirit 
and still not be baptized with the 
Holy Spirit.” The Holy Spirit’s bap- 
tism could not be water baptism, 
for John’s words in Matthew 3:11 
were: “I indeed baptize you with 
water unto repentance: but he 
that cometh after me is mightier 
than I, whose shoes I am not 
worthy to bear: he shall baptize 
you with the Holy Ghost, and with 
fire.” Water baptism is an outward 
act.of obedience signifying the in- 





ward work of grace, symbolizing 
spiritual death unto sin and res- 
urrection unto spiritual life in 
Christ Jesus the Lord. 


John 17:21, Jesus prayed that 
Christians might be one: “That the 
world may believe that thou hast 
sent me.” The writer of Acts in 
chapter 1, verse 14 tells us, “These 
all continued with one accord in 
prayer and supplication.” “And 
when the day of Pentecost was 
fully come, they were all with one 
accord in one place” (Acts 2:1). 
They were in full fellowship with 
their risen Lord and one another. 
Quoting Charles W. Conn in Pillars 
of Pentecost, “This marvelous one- 
ness came some time before the Holy 
Ghost came. This Christian love 
and purity had to come before the 
Holy Ghost could find entrance.” 
Quoting Hubert T. Spence in The 
Person, Work, and Witness of the 
Holy Ghost, “Heart cleansing is es- 
sentially a prerequisite qualifying 
one for the incoming and indwell- 
ing of the Holy Spirit.” Quoting 
Carl Brumback in What Meaneth 
This?, “There are some differences 
of opinion among Pentecostals in 
regard to the exact method of sanc- 
tification, but all believe in a holy, 
separated life.” All denominations 
affiliated with the Pentecostal Fel- 
lowship of North America teach 
that the Holy Spirit and sin cannot 
abide in the same heart. The bap- 
tism of the Holy Ghost is not a 
work of grace in our hearts, but 
rather a promised gift: “Ye shall 
receive the gift of the Holy Ghost.” 


There must be separation from 
the world and dedication to God 
before one can receive the Holy 
Ghost. When Jesus talked to His 
disciples about the coming of the 
Spirit, He said, “Wait for the prom- 
ise of the Father which ye have 
heard of me; Ye shall receive the 
Holy Ghost not many days hence.” 
The Holy Spirit is a promise of the 
Father through Christ. When 
speaking of the promise of the Fa- 
ther, He must have had reference 
to God’s promise through Joel 
which says, “And it shall come to 
pass afterward, that I will pour out 
my spirit upon all flesh; and your 
sons and your daughters shall 
prophesy, your old men shall dream 


dreams, your young men shall see = 











visions: And also upon the serv- 
ants and upon the handmaids in 
those days will I pour out my spir- 
it” (Joel 2:28, 29). Jesus said, “I 
will send the promise of my Father 
upon you.” When they were bap- 
tized in the Holy Ghost, Simon 
Peter said, “This is that which was 
spoken by the prophet Joel; 
For the promise is unto you [the 
Jew], and to your children, and to 
all that are afar off [Gentiles], 
even as many as the Lord our God 
shall call” (Acts 2:16, 39). 

The Holy Spirit is a gift from 
both the Father and the Son, Je- 
sus said in John 15:26, “But when 
the Comforter is come, whom I will 
send unto you from the Father, 
even the Spirit of truth, which pro- 
ceedeth from the Father, he shall 
testify of me.” 


The Holy Spirit is a filling. When 
referring to the outpouring of the 
Holy Ghost on the day of Pente- 
cost, the writer of Acts in chapter 
2, verse 4 said, “They were all filled 
with the Holy Ghost.” It is impor- 
tant that we remember that the 
whole church was present and 
filled with the Holy Spirit. This was 
the initial baptism in the Holy 
Ghost, for Acts 4:31 says of them 
again, “And they were all filled 
with the Holy Ghost, and they 
spake the word of God with bold- 
ness.” The exhortation of the apos- 
tle in the first century should be 
echoed throughout the church in 
our day. “Be not drunk with wine 
for that is debauchery, but be filled 
and stimulated with the Holy 
Ghost.” Pentecostal worship was 
never so attractive as when the 
saints are filled with the Spirit. 

The Holy Spirit is an enduement 
with power. Hear the words of the 
Master when He says to the 
Church, “Tarry ye ... until ye be 
endued with power from on high.” 
And again, “Wait for the promise 
of the Father.” And, “Ye shall re- 
ceive power after that the Holy 
Ghost is come upon you.” Decency 
is not enough. We must be dynam- 
ic. There is no power of winsome- 
ness in dry-eyed holiness. Morality 
is not enough; we must move men 
to Christ. Quoting from the late 
Meyer Pearlman in Knowing the 
Doctrines of the Bible: “The main 
feature of this promise is power 


for service and not regeneration 
for eternal life. Whenever we read 
of the Spirit’s coming upon, resting 
upon, falling upon, or filling the 
people, the reference is never to the 
saving work of the Spirit, but al- 
ways to power for service.” Those 
who were baptized in the Holy 
Ghost on the day of Pentecost were 
also filled with the Spirit and were 
spiritually empowered by the Holy 
Ghost to witness effectively for 
Christ. And the Lord confirmed the 
Word with signs following. 


The Holy Spirit is a Comforter. 
Saddened by the words of Jesus 
when He said, “I must leave you,” 
those early Christians were given 
reassurance when He said, “I will 
not leave you comfortless. I will 
pray the Father, and he shall give 
you another comforter, that he 
may abide with you forever.” When 
we see the signs of a declining age, 
and hear the rolling thunder of 
tribulation in the distance, we may 
walk in the fear of God and in the 
comfort of the Holy Ghost. The 
baptism of the Holy Spirit is that 
wonderful promise of the Father of 
which speaking with other tongues 
is the initial physical evidence. This 
truth is confirmed in Acts 2:4: 
“And they were all filled with the 
Holy Ghost, and began to speak 
with other tongues, as the Spirit 
gave them utterance.” The house- 
hold of Cornelius also spoke as the 
Spirit gave utterance when they 
were baptized in the Holy Ghost. 
“And they of the circumcision 
which believed were astonished, as 
many as came with Peter, because 
that on the Gentiles also was 
poured out the gift of the Holy 
Ghost. For they heard them speak 
with tongues, and magnify God” 
(Acts 10:45, 46). There are other 
Scriptures which support this truth. 
There is no place in the Bible 
where this promise has been an- 
nulled. Therefore, tarry until you 
are endued with power from on 
high. Wait for the promise of the 
Father. 


In connection with the Christian 
life, the Holy Spirit is seen working 
in a twofold manner. We receive 
power to become sons of God by re- 
ceiving Christ Jesus. The Scripture 
says, “But as many as received him, 
to them gave he power for the 


privilege] to become the sons of 
God, even to them that believe on 
his name” (John 1:12). We receive 
power to witness for Christ by re- 
ceiving the Holy Ghost. Acts 1:8 
Says: “But ye shall receive power, 
after that the Holy Ghost is come 
upon you: and ye shall be witness- 
es unto me both in Jerusalem, and 
in all Judaea, and in Samaria, and 
unto the uttermost part of the 
earth.” Christ is a gift from the 
Father to the world. The Holy 
Ghost is a gift to believers from 
both the Father and the Son. 
Through our willing surrender to 
Christ, the power of sonship be- 
comes ours. So, through our entire 
surrender to the Holy Ghost, the 
power of witnessing becomes ours. 
In Exodus 40 we are told that the 
tabernacle was brought to Moses, 
approved by him, and consecrated 
to God. Then the cloud covered the 
tent of the congregation and the 
glory of the Lord filled the taber- 
nacle. It was when Jesus had giv- 
en Himself publicly to do the will 
of God that the Holy Ghost came 
upon Him. In Acts 10:38, the Bible 
says, “God anointed Jesus of Naz- 
areth with the Holy Ghost and 
with power: who went about doing 
good, and healing all that were op- 
pressed of the devil; for God was 
with him.” It was when the early 
Christians had yielded themselves 
to the will of their Master that 
the Holy Ghost came upon them, 
“and they went everywhere preach- 
ing, the Lord working with them 
and confirming the Word with 
signs following.” We cannot receive 
the power of the Holy Ghost apart 
from His very presence any more 
than we can enjoy the light or the 
warmth of the sun apart from the 
presence of the sun. The Holy 
Spirit’s presence in the believing 
soul is all subduing and overcom- 
ing. 

The indwelling Spirit manifests 
His character in different ways. He 
comforts the Christian. Jesus said 
in John 16:7: “It is expedient for 
you that I go away: for if I go 
not away, the Comforter will not 
come unto you; but if I depart, I 
will send him unto you.” The Holy 
Ghost as the Comforter could not 
come until Christ had finished His

Music and Souls

ROM THE BEGINNING, God has used music 

with the spoken Word to lead others to a closer 

walk with Himself; therefore, they go hand in 
hand to create an effective soul-winning service. The 
song leader is one of the most important persons in 
our effort to win precious souls. In planning the song 
service, three things must be considered: theme, 
Word of God, and prayer. 

Music prepares one’s heart for the message. There- 
fore, having songs that go along with the theme of the 
message is a step in preparation of the person’s heart 
and mind. If the theme of the message should be on 
the blood of Jesus, such songs as “There Is Power in 
the Blood,” “Are You Washed in the Blood,” etc., could 
be used. Before using any song, ask yourself if it is 
Christ-centered. If it does not proclaim Christ as 
either Saviour, King, or Comforter, it should not be 
used in a soul-winning service. 

Much time should be spent in prayer over the songs 
that you plan to use in any service. The Lord can direct 
one to a particular song just as well as He directs 
the minister to speak on a certain topic to bless 
some heart. A well planned song service should contain 
songs of praise, comfort, confession, and prayer, all 
of which require that the song leader spend as much 
time in preparation and prayer as the minister. It has 
been proved that a positive invitation influences more 
people for Christ, i.e., the songs should have a posi- 
tive appeal for people to see their need of Christ and 
be convicted of their sins. Some examples are “Softly 
and Tenderly,” “Just As I Am,” “Kneel at the Cross.” 
Discretion should be taken in choosing the old-time 
hymns and favorites rather than the more “popular” 
gospel songs. All these pointers can be applied to all 
services in personal evangelism: street services, jail 
services, services at old folks’ homes, and cottage 
prayer meetings. 

Using these same practices and techniques in child- 
ren’s services may make them very successful. Music 
draws children to services more often than almost 
any other thing because of group participation. An 
effective addition to the children’s song service is an 
instrument, preferably an accordion. The children are 
intrigued with the intricate playing of the accordion. 
If one wants to sing either a solo or with a group, 
encourage him to do so. Featuring children in a group

encourages the shy ones and builds self-confidence. 

Children tend to have higher voices than most 
adults. The chorus books for children are placed in 
the key which is thought to be the best suited for 
them, not for adults. Care must be taken not to 
make the songs too high or too low for the children 
because this may discourage them or keep them from 
singing the songs well. There are many varieties of 
choruses to help you plan an effective children’s song 
service. The use of action choruses gains the interest 
of the children quickly. 

Sincerity is the basis of all music directed to God. 
The songs should not draw attention to themselves or 
to the performers, but to God. (John 3:30). If we do 
our part by having spiritual and technical preparation, 
God will do His part by using our efforts to win 
souls to Himself.

While ‘Their Hearts 
Are ‘Tender

as a person grows older, his heart becomes 

more hardened to the gospel. The vast ma- 
jority of those who are Christians today were saved 
before the age of twenty. With increasing age, fewer 
and fewer accept Christ as their personal Saviour. 
May God so burden our souls that we will not only 
begin to explain the way of salvation to “little ones” 
who ask, but even make opportunities and find in- 
teresting methods with which to approach them and 
win them to the Lord Jesus while their hearts are ten- 
der and full of faith. 

We have no assurance that the nine-year-old next 
door will someday be a teen-ager. He may meet an 
untimely death, so it behooves us to win him to 
Christ today. Who said that the age of accountability 
is twelve years of age? Many have been those who 
have felt genuine conviction at the age of six, seven, 
eight, or nine. 

Charles H. Spurgeon, the great preacher from Lon- 
don, felt the weight and guilt of his sins for several 
years before he found Christ. The reason for the 
delay in his accepting Christ was not a lack of desire 
on his part, but rather was due to the fact that he 
did not know “how” or “what” to believe in order 
to be “born again.” Finally, at the age of twelve, he 
visited all the churches around his home until he 
found one in which he was told “how” to be saved. 

Had Mr. Spurgeon not found Christ when he did, he 
could have become hardened and indifferent in his 
teens and later years and, as a result, not only have 
lost his own soul but also failed to fulfill the will of 
God for his life, which included the winning of 
thousands of precious souls to Christ. 

We have no way of knowing how many little Charles 
Spurgeons, Billy Sundays, or Billy Grahams we pass 
daily, with a careless smile, never mentioning Christ 
to them. God will not hold us blameless for our lack of 
concern, Many of the children whom we ignore will 
never be won unless they are won now. God’s Word 
says, “Now is the day of salvation.” This is not just to 
the older folk, because Jesus said, “He who has an 
ear to hear, let him hear.” Just as soon as a child

saved, he is old enough to accept Christ as his personal 
Saviour, to have his sins washed away, and to be 
born again by the power and Spirit of the living God. 

The need of the hour is to train our children in the 
way they should go. God’s Word promises us that if 
we train them while they are young, when they are 
old, they will not depart from the faith or from fol- 
lowing Christ. 


CHILD EVANGELISM IN ACTION 


There are many ways in which we can teach, train, 
and win our boys and girls to Christ, but one of the 
most popular and effective ways is by means of 
child evangelistic services. In such a meeting a regular 
church service is held, including singing, prayer, and 
testimonies. Then a special, illustrated sermon for boys 
and girls is given. Each part of the service is kept 
simple and the claims of Christ are strongly urged. 

The climax of the service should be the “time of 
decision,” during which the children are invited to ac- 
cept Christ as their personal Saviour and also to 
yield their lives to Him as their Lord. 

Child evangelism is a necessity in every church. 
The worker’s qualifications include: being a stable, 
dependable Christian himself; loving children and 
being able to talk and teach on their level, as well 
as understanding their problems and helping solve 
them. In short, a child evangelist must be compatible 
with children. 

The first step in forming a child evangelism group 
in the local church is to obtain the names of those 
children enrolled in the local Sunday School who 
would be interested. Then, by door-to-door canvassing, 
one should speak enthusiastically about the services,

this world by Mary, the woman 
God chose to bring His son into 
the world. In recent years, Mary 
is supposed to have appeared in a 
bush. Precious souls who have been 
taught Mariolatry from infancy 
picked the leaves off this shrub and 
even denuded the bush of all its 
branches and preserved them as 
objects of veneration and worship. 
In more recent years it is alleged 
that a pencil in the home of one 
of these people wouid arise of its 
own accord and write across a 
sheet of paper. Not long ago the 
home of one of these people re- 
ceived world-wide attention in the 
press. Articles of furniture, pots, 
pans, and bottles were supposed 
to move about and jump around 
of their own accord. Bottles of 
liquid including bottles of holy 
water are alleged to have jumped 
about and removed their tops with- 
out human assistance. Within the 
last year multitudes flocked to a 
Catholic Church in Poland and 
assumed a _ worshipful attitude 
when the hoax was perpetrated 
that a supernatural light was shin- 
ing on the church steeple. In the 
current issue of a very popular 
magazine is’ an article which re- 
lates a pathetic story about a young 
man who was mentally ill from 
battle fatigue during the last war. 
It is affirmed that he was mir- 
aculously healed by kneeling in the 
woods and worshiping a birch 
stump which bore the likeness of 
Mary. 


Regardless of how inconsistent 
with the Word of God these spu- 
rious miracles are, we should re- 
member that there are millions who 
have been shielded from God’s 
Word and His plan of salvation. 
The inherent longing in their souls 
for the supernatural will cause 
them to grasp at fantasies. We 
will make a tragic mistake if we 
let these spurious miracles deter 
us from seeking the presence of a 
living God and the manifestation 
of His miraculous power. In these 
evil days we need the presence of 
God and the manifestation of His 
mighty power as never before. If 
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we take miracles out of the Bible, 
we take God out of the Bible. 

This age will end with a federa- 
tion of nations in the geographi- 
cal territory of the Roman Empire 
ruled by a brilliant genius. Co-ruler 
with this man will be the high 
pontiff of a federation of apostate 
religions. This religious system will 
have a great affinity for images 
and the age will end with a deluge 
of miracles.

arousing interest and inviting those children who are 
not members of the local Sunday School to attend. 
Decide on a definite time and place for the service 
and be faithful to be there on time, every week. God 
will reward your faithfulness by adding many pre- 
cious “lives” to the kingdom of God. 


Sunday School Teachers in Action 


Sunday School teachers of children’s classes should 
not visit the home to talk just with the parents but 
rather should, in addition, make the child feel very 
important, significant, and special by talking alone 
with him, reading God’s Word with him, and praying 
with him. Genuine love and personal interest win the 
children (as well as the adults) to Christ. 

Whenever and wherever you see a child is the time 


and place to speak kindly, smile, and demonstrate 
your love for him, thus laying a foundation upon 
which you can build the truths of God’s Word and, 
through these truths, win the child to Christ. 

Ninety-nine per cent of winning a child is, after 
he has made a decision for Christ, keeping in touch 
with him, encouraging him, praying with and for 
him and, above all, causing him to feel that it matters 
to you whether or not he serves Christ. This in gen- 
eral, is called “follow-up,” and its importance is im- 
measurable. 

God is depending on us to win boys and girls while 
their hearts are tender. Now it is possible for us to 
win them from delinquency; now it is possible for us 
to win them from disgrace; now we can win them 
from destruction. Later not only may be, but probably 
will be, too late. We must not gamble with the souls 
of our boys and girls. Let us “Be gentle unto all ... apt 
to teach, patient,” (2 Timothy 2:24) and win the little 
ones to Jesus.
